GS.R. 655(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of Section 22 of the Passports Act, 1967 (15 of 
1967) and in supersession of the notification of the Government of Indl", in the Ministry of ExtemalAffairs, published in 
the C azette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), vide number GS.R. 472(E), dated the 22nd May, 2000, 
the Central Government, being of the opinion that it is necessary and expedient in the public interest so to do, hereby 
exenjpts the following persons from the operation of the provisions of Section 5 of the said Act, read with rule 8 of the 
Passports Rules, 1980, in so far as such provisions relate to the payment of fees for issue or reissue of an ordinary thirty- 
six p^iges passport to be valid for ten years or five years, as the case may be, and for rendering of miscellaneous services 
on sifch a passport, namely:— 

(i) regular employees of the Central Passport Organisation and their spouses and children up to the age of 
fifteen years; 

(ii) retired employees of the Central Passport Organisation and their spouses; and 

(iii) employees who come on deputation to the Central Passport Organisation and their spouses and children 
up to the age of fifteen years, during their deputation to the Central Passport Organisation: 

Provided that such exemption of fees for issue or reissue of a passport and for rendering of any miscellaneous 
services on such a passport is not allowed to the person, who is— 

! (0 undergoing departmental proceedings for dereliction of duty or misconduct; or 

(ii) compulsorily retired from the services or terminated from the services; or 

(iii) awarded any major penalty during Departmental Inquiry proceedings; or 

(iv) facing criminal proceedings on the allegations of corruption, criminal misconduct, misappropriation of 
public funds; or 

; (v) convicted of any offence by any court in India.
